These early resort hotels, 
typical of the architecture of that period, sprawled 
over the breeze-swept plateau and were surrounded by 
privately owned cottages of well-to-do families from 
cities along the railroad.

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From Deep Creek Lake -- A Tour Of Mountain Splendor! 


There’s plenty of opportunity for self-conducted 
excursions, making Deep Creek Lake the base of 
operations. Some of the nearby attractions you will 
enjoy visiting include the Savage River Dam—a 
huge flood control project located in the Savage 
River State Forest. There’s opportunity here for 
picnicking and fishing in nearby streams. 


Another flood control project is just a few miles 
across the Pennsylvania line. The Youghiogheny Dam 
made it necessary to move an entire town, and today 
only the foundations of the homes of a once-thriving 
community can be seen during periods of low water. 


In driving by the lake, your attention will probably 
be called to a place near McHenry, where you may 
exclaim, “I never saw so many boats in one spot!” That’s 
Bowman’s Boat Anchorage, and most of these boats be- 
long to people who do not own property on the lake 
but who love to buzz up for week-ends and enjoy relief

A circle tour from the lake that provides much 
scenic interest is from Route 50 south of Oakland 
through Kitzmiller, on Route 38. This is an excellent 
road with very little traffic and affords breath-taking 
panoramic scenes from the crest of Backbone Mountain, 
close to Maryland’s highest point. Upon reaching Route 
38, stop for a moment to see the “‘Devil’s Saddle” from 
the parking area. From Table Rock you can look into 
three states. | 


In the northern end of the county, a tour from 
the lake would take you north on Route 219, to Keyser 
Ridge, the intersection with U. 8S. Route 40. Following 
this road east to Grantsville, a turn right onto Route 
495 leads through the heart of the turkey and maple 
Sugar country and affords some interesting views of 
lake inlets. You’ll return to Deep Creek over the Glen-

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Good News For Fishermen. . . 


Slightly off the well traveled roads, one of Garrett County’s unusual 
attractions is often overlooked by visitors, and even many natives have 
never visited the Bear Creek Trout Hatchery and Rearing Station. 


The Hatchery, which was acquired by the State Conservation Commis- 
sion in 1928, is reached from Route 219, between Accident and the Cove. 


Here, in large connecting ponds, trout and other species are raised, the 


fish being moved progressively from one concrete pond to another as their 
size increases. During the summer months, regular visiting hours are main- 
tained for the convenience of the public. 


Each year approximately 20,000 nine to 12 inch adult rainbow, brown 
and brook trout are raised for the stocking of streams in Garrett County. 
Five concrete pools and a rearing pond, together with resident house, 
garage and refrigerated building provide the “facilities for this ‘important 
business.

Some of the streams stocked with trout from Bear 
Creek are Savage River, Crabtree Run, Middle Fork, 
Poplar Lick, Buffalo Run, New Germany, Sand Run, 
Red Oak Run, Glade Run, Potomac River, Piney Run, 


Red Run, Puzzley Run, Big Yough, Little Yough, Wolf’ 


Den, Cherry Creek, Murley Run and Bull Glade Run. 
Deep Creek Lake is also the recipient of both a 


large number and large variety of fish, resulting in. 


an increased harvest each year. The Great Northern 
Pike and Chain Pickerel were introduced recently to 
bring the Yellow Perch under control and provide 
sporting catches as well. Walleyes and striped Rock 
Bass have also thrilled many an angler since their in- 
troduction to Deep Creek waters. 

In 1956, the Deep Creek Lake-Garrett County 
Prdmotion Council purchased 50,000 legal-size Rain- 
bows which, in addition to those stocked by state 
agencies, are bringing the fish population to the desir- 
able proportion and quantity. 

Under the skillful management of William E. Har- 
mon, fish’culturalist, the growth and conditions of 
fish in the area are carefully watched and scientifically 
controlled. A creel census that is taken every six days

keeps check on what’s going on under the clear, blue 
waters and gives an insight for future planning. Over 
a million eggs of the Great Northern Pike are being 
cultured for release in the near future. 

A few years ago a one-percent area of the lake was 
tested for fish population by pouring a suffocant, 
rotenone, into the water. During the five days involved 
in the operation, a total of 5,075 pounds of fish were 
taken from this small area.

Agriculture is the most important industry in 
Garrett County, both in terms of total income and in 
the number employed. But this agricultural economy 
is relatively young. When Washington and Jefferson 
were writing about fields and farms in the tidewater 
regions being abandoned because of over-cropping and 
erosion, this plateau was an almost unbroken virgin 
forest. Each year, even now, some new areas are be- 
ing brought into agricultural production by the clear- 
ing of woodland for pasture or cropland and by the 
drainage of glade land. 


The mountain-top climate makes the area well 
suited to the production of hay, pasture grasses and 
lezumes. In recent years, an extensive business has 
been built up on the production of cool-weather vege- 
tables such as cauliflower, lettuce and broccoli. Last 
year, cucumbers were raised successfully for the first 
time in commerical quantities. 


Rainfall averages 46 inches per year and is nor-

mally well distributed throughout the growing season. 


While still important, maple syrup production 
has declined somewhat because many of the groves 
were over-aged and have been cut. Not too long ago 
the bulk of the local maple syrup was shipped in large 
drums to Vermont, where it was no doubt repackaged 
and sold as Vermont maple syrup. Now, almost all of 
it is retailed by the producers. The quality of the syrup 
is good and demand usually exceeds the supply. 


There are good markets for milk, with bulk re- 
ceiving plants being conveniently located at Oakland. 
Weekly auction sales at Accident, Grantsville and Ter- 
ra Alta, W. Va., provide adequate outlets for live stock. 


Practically all farms in the county are owner-op- 
erated. This results in a stable farm population and a 
slow rate of change in a farm ownership. The condition 
of the farming industry is described as healthy—and 
there is every indication that it will stay that way.

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“SUGARING. TIME” — 


Garrett County Shares The Limelight With New England... 


It’s Washington Birthday and the Garrett County 
air is so cold and clear that the clatter of the “sugar 
wagon” can be heard a mile away. In the air, too, is the 
sweet aroma of boiling ‘sugar water.” 


At the Guy S. Stanton farm near Grantsville, the - 


“sugaring”’ season is just beginning. The first end-of- 
winter thaw has arrived on schedule. - 


At the first sign of thaw Mr. Stanton and his men 
set out for the groves of majestic maples with stacks of 
“keelers” and a box of “spiles.”” With braces and bits 
the men bore holes in the trees two or three feet above 
the ground. They hammer a spile into each hole and 
hang a keeler on it. Then the keeler, a four-gallon metal 
or white pine pail, is covered with a piece of galvanized 
tin. When the weather is right the sugar water from 
the tree will fill the keeler in about 24 hours. The water 
is hauled to the “sugar camp”: in the “sugar wagon” 
(pictured above.) At the sugar: camip the sugar water 
is boiled in huge vats until the proper specific gravity 
is reached. About thirty gallons of water taken from 
the tree is required to produce one gallon of maple

After it is boiled the syrup is filtered and barrelled 
for shipment. Until a few years ago Mr. Stanton and 
other Garrett County producers would ship most of 
their product out of the state to be used for commercial 
purposes, or canned in New England. Nowadays, Gar- 
rett County syrup producers package it themselves, 
using their own label. 


Garrett County maple syrup is considered to be the 
finest quality available and the comparatively small 
quantity produced is gone within a few weeks, 


Sugaring time in Garrett County ends when the 
“sugar maples” begin to bud and the sap begins to flow. 
In a few days buds give the trees a rusty look. The sea- 
son breaks suddenly. By the time all the keelers and 
spiles are stored away the beautiful hillside groves 
are covered with a lush green carpet and wild flowers - 
are flourishing. Song birds are nesting in the branches 
of the grand old trees which a few weeks ago were pro- 
ducing the sweet water from which America would soon - 
obtain part of her favorite breakfast—pancakes and 
maple syrup!

Marsh Mountain, which presides majestically over 
the north end of Deep Creek Lake, is the scene of 
activity for this thrilling winter sport.

arity was its northern exposure and the fact that it had 
snow on its face much longer than did its brothers. 
Armed with this obvious potential for a ski resort, 
members of the Deep Creek Lake-Garrett County Pro- 
motion Council went to work with picks, shovels and 
bulldozers, clearing the mountain side and smoothing 
the ground. They installed a tow and later added an- 


other for beginners. They put up snow fences at stra- 


tegic spots to capture more snow and, for the times the 
weather failed to cooperate, they installed a snow 
making machine that turns out an inch an hour. The 
equipment required a reservoir for water, so they built 
that too, and it serves as an excellent ice skating rink. 


Flood lights were installed to add a few more hours 
to the skiers’ unusually short day. A warmup hut with 
refreshment bar and an equipment shop were erected 
to revive the starving skiers and mend their gear. 


The slope is carefully supervised by members of 
the Western Maryland Ski Club who patrol the area and 
lend immediate assistance in case of an injury. The 
Club also shares its knowledge of the skiing art and 
offers instruction to the novice. In conjunction with the 
Promotion Council, the Ski Club sponsors the annual 
ski races and arranges competition in slalom and down- 
hill events that are attracting entrants from over a

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THE BALTIMORE & OHIO RAILROAD 
AND GARRETT COUNTY 


The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad was the most im- Altamont. From Terra Alta the road descended to 


portant single factor in the development of what is 
now Garrett County. The line was laid across the 
mountains from the Potomac to Cheat River in 1850- 
51, paralleling the old Inter-State Road, and the 
benefits it brought were immediately apparent. 


Before 1849 there was neither village nor town in 
the southern part of Garrett County, but in the foot- 
steps of the Iron Horse came the development of the 
timber and coal resources. Farms were cleared, towns 
and villages appeared, in fact the whole area atop the 
mountains began to grow. Yough Glades (now Oak- 
land) expanded rapidly into a thriving commercial 
center and in 1872 was chosen as the seat of Garrett 
County, which was named in honor of the President 
of the Baltimore & Ohio in recognition of his continuing 
efforts to promote the growth of the area. This sudden 
growth necessitated a railroad station and the first 
mountain top railroad station in the world was erected 
at Oakland. 


With the successful laying of the railroad throtigh 
Piedmont, Oakland and Terra Alta, a major construc- 
tion problem has been overcome. Crossing the moun- 
tains began with a 17 mile grade, rising 116 feet per 
mile, then through a 30 foot cut at the summit at 


the Cheat River by a heavy grade, clinging high to 
the side of a steep chasm. 


The mountain area of Western Maryland offered an 
ideal summer vacation spot and the B&O encouraged 
development of the territory for this purpose. B&O’s 
Deer Park Hotel was built in 1873 as the first moun- 
tain top resort hotel in this country. It was adjacent 
to Deer Park Village, the site of the famous Boiling 
Spzings, from which clear, pure mountain water is still 
obtained for use in B&O Dining Cars. This hotel was 
closely followed by the erection of the Oakland Hotel, 
which was opened to the public in 1876. Both of these 
hotels have long since vanished, but in their day they 
were summer resorts of world renown. 


Today this thriving country is an important part of 
the B&O area and is served by B&O through Main 
Line trains, both Westward to Cincinnati, Louisville 
and St. Louis and Eastward to Washington, Baltimore, 
Philadelphia and New York.
